Windom reduced the annual inter- 
est charge nearly $16,000,000, and Folger eut 
it down about $4,500,000 more, until now it is 
but $56,000,000 a year, instead of $150,000,000, * 
mas it was in 1865. At the present rate of pay- 
ment another decade would see the country 
practically out of debt. 

TELEGRAPH FACILITIES, 

The B. & O. Company, which. opened its 
line to Richmond the other day promises’ a 
strong line to the South and an extensive 
system throughout the country. It has just 
laid a cable across ‘““The Narrows” at New 
York, which has the distinction of being the 
heaviest ever leidin the country, weighing 
over five pounds per foot. The company has 
heretofore had tronble with its cable aerdss 
North River, by reason of the fact that: the 
steamers interfered with it, both by reason 
of their deep draught, andin the use of an- 
chors. This new cable, however,it is believed, 
wil stand the tug of the heaviest anchor, 
though not much trouble of that sort is ex. 
ected, as vessels seldom attempt to anchor 

here. Preparations for the’ laying 
of company’s proposed new 
cable - across the ocean are going 
quietly forward. It is understood that this 
cable enterprise is in part the ae of En- 
glish capitalists who put four or five millions 
into it, and take Mr. Garrett and his land 
system of this country into the pool, th 
whole to be operated together.

THE “CORNER” RULES. 


Probability of a Vote Being Soon Taken on 
Their Repeal. 


The article in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH on 
the question of repealing the “eorner” rules on 
grain that are now in the by-laws of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange attracted considerable attention 
from the members and was freely discussed. The 
members who favor those rules being rescind- 
ed expressed themselves as decidediyin accord 
with the sentiments expressed by the gentlemen 
quoted yesterday, and as determined to bring this 


matter before the Exchange as soon as possible. 
The ——— appears to be general that these rules 
woul be expunged from the Exchange 
by-laws if a vote of the members were taken, 
and it seems to be assured that this vote will 
be taken before long. It is openly stated that a 
petition will be presented to the board of direc- 
tors asking for a vote upon this question, and the 
assurance has been reeeived from certain parties 
in the board that the petition will receive the 
prompt and satisfactory attention it deserves, and 
an early vote will be granted the Exchange. What 
opposition will be arrayed against the repeal of 
these rules will chiefly come from parties who are 
chronic “bears” on the market, and some of whom 
heretofore have been enabled to do pretty much 
as they please with the grain markets, owing to 
the protection thrown around them by these rules. 
This question is also being agitated in Chicago, 
where it is loudly cal for. It is claimed 
here by the parties who favor the project that if 
St. Louls takes the initiative in this matter and 
comes out squarely withont any of these obnox- 
ious rules that ae only one side, this 
market will not alone regain all the confidence 
and trade that has been lost to it by the repeated 
going back on contracts of ‘shorts’ here, but will 
also cause the other markets to fall into line and 
do away with their ‘‘corner” rules.

Hancock at Home.

New York, September 26.—While the 
slow returning tide of travel is bringing other 
cities back by moderate degrees to the whirl 
of “the season,’’ New York is already in full 
flower. Everybody takes a shy at New York 
‘in retiring from the Northern watering- 
places. The hotels are full to overflowing, a 
cot and improvised toilet essentials being all 
that many of the great hotels can offer the 
wayfarer. The theaters are in full blast. 
The first sensation of the season has been 
made by Mme. Tého, the greatest singer in 
bouffe opera now on the stage. Mune. Theo 
sings opera with her heels. She is neverthe- 
Jess the most refined bouffe singer that can 
be imagined. She has no voice, but sings sO 
well that nobody cares to observe that she 
has but three notes and a half. The Fifth 
Avenue Theater is packed to suffocation ev- 
ery night to hear her in such well-worn af- 


fairs as “Les Cloches de Corne- 
ville’? and “The Mascot.” “Esmeralda” 
is going through with its last rep- 


resentationg at Madison Square, after hold- 
ing the boards for nearly a year. “Esmer- 
alda” is a play that struck the great level of 
commonplace, and consequently it can be 
played fora year atthe same house, while 
Jefferson, in his immortal role of Bob Acres, 
ean only find a six weeks’ engagement at one 
time profitablein New York. He is at the 
Union Square Theater delighting that part 
of the community that knows enough to 
know Sheridan. Of his company it is enough 
to say that one Frederic Robinson and Mrs. 
John Drew are the principal lights. Frederic 
Robinson is an admirable type of the pace 
inan-actor—that is the rarest thing to be met 
with on the stage. It is almost as hard to 
finda man who. can be the gentleman, pure 
and simple, in a society play as to finda 
Hanilet or a Lear, and Frederic Robinson can 
do the man of breeding better on the 
stage than any actorin New -York. Mrs. 
Drew is the ideal Mrs. Malaprop. Somebody 
ought to get out an injunction forbiddiug her 
to play anything else, for the sake of those 
sentimentalists who don’t want to be disillu- 
sioned. Joe Jefferson will produce ‘The 
Poor Gentleman” and perhaps “The Heir-at- 
Law” during the coming season. He ought 
to have the thanks of Congress for his whole- 
some draught of good old English comedy 
with which he favors us. But the genuine 
sensation of the hour, except Mme. ‘Theo, is 
the “Romany Rye” at Booth’s, “Standing 
room only” has heen withdrawn—there is not 
even standing roomrany more. Itisa fairly 
good play magnificently put upon the stage, 
and the play is so well done that the gullible 
public does not see that it is not very much of 
aplay afterall. One night last week Mme. 
Modjeska oceupied a bex on one side, 
While Mary Anderson did the same in anoth- 
er. Mine. Modjeska arrived a week ago 
in the Arizona and is staying at the Clar- 
endon Hotel, until she begins her season in 
Boston the second of October. She is in re- 
markable health and spirits and is delighted 
to be in the United States again, where she 
makes nioney by the bushel and has all the 
flattery she wants. 3ut let a word be here 
said of the great actress.

Fortunes Accumulated by Energy 
and Business Tact.

Distinguished Nabobs of the Darker Race 
in St. Louis. 


“No, sah! In the glorious democracy of com- 
merce dar am no color line!” 

The speaker was one of the best known among 
the colored oratorsofthe city, and his words 
constituted the peroration of an eloquent speech, 
inwhich he acknowledged that, whatever dis- 
abilities his race had ever rested udder, the right 
to make money by any of the legitimate methods 
practiced by their white brethren had never, since 
slavery, been denied them. His audience was by 
no means as large au one asthe speech deserved, 
consisting solely ofa Post-DISPATCH reporter 
who, having button-holed the orator with a view 
to securing an array of cold facts relating to the 
tinancial condition of some of the colored nabobs 
of the city,and having received in its placea 
supply of red-hot rhetoric, had his enjoyment 
of the latter considerably dashed by professional 
disappointment. The sentiment with which the 
sable orator closed his speech was, perhaps, as 
truthful as it was eloquent, but, when facts and 
figures are the desideratum, epigrams and 
rounded periods are a delusion; so, when the di- 
lating eye and quivering lip and nostril of the 
orator indicated that the afflatus was return- 
ing, his audience of one recalled him to the 
realm of the commonplace, and hinted at de- 
parture, 

“Ha, ha,’ laughed the orator, “talked you 
to death, did 1°” And then he added, while 
his face widened in a_ grin that seemed 
half fun, half ivory, “lll jest give 
you one piece of advice that'll help you in yo’ hunt 
fo’ wealthy colored citizens of St. Louis. When 
vou see a young feller—coon I mean. of course— 
with about $40 worth of store clothes on his back, 
a4 $7 silk hat on his head, an’ an $8 pair o’ low-cut 
a leather shoes on his feet, don’t you. take 
iim for no nabob. Christy avenue is crowded with 
sich, an’ it’sa warm,an offul warm day when 
thar’s a dime to be be found among the pockets of 
a dozen of them.”’ 

Search among those who are best acquainted 
with the condition of life of the more prominently 
known colored citizens revealedthe fact while there 
are not among them any who possess what may 
be called great wealth, still the ag tothe of those 
who have accumulated snug little fortunes is far 
greater than would be generally supposed, consid- 
ering the short time which has elapsed since 
the ~ colored citizen got his first fair 
start in the great American free-for-all, 
go-as-you-please race tor the almighty dollar. ‘In 
these years too, it must be remembered, he has 
been heavily handicapped by want of education, 
Which hasso narrowed his sphere of usefulness 
ihat fully seventy-five per cent of the accumuiated 
earnings which have been garnered are the pro- 
duct of millions of close shzves, not of gilt-edge 
commercial paper, but of stubby chins; of thon- 
sands of acres of laborious white-washiug. of miles 
upon miles of pedestrianism from hotel kitehen to 
hotel guest, and of energy applied in other callings 
ery tore tuthe worker whose opportunities have 
not been as great is ambition. 

One ofthe best representatives of the thrifty 
colored citizen is 

ME. JAMES P. THOMAS, 

proprietor of the Lindell Hotel barber shop and 
ofthe Turkish baths on Olive street. His shop, 
which is believed to be the most gorgeously fitted 
place of the kind in the world, is the monumental 
embodiment of the wsthetic ambiticn of a oy-gone 
barber bamed William Robinson, whose widow 
ughtto find some small consolation ia her be- 
reavement in the fact that he lett ler a neat 
fortune of about $40,000, There can never be 
doubt that ichinson had the most 
ssly ambitious seul that ever animated a 
‘r’s breast. Thedesire to be the proprietor 
of the handsomest barber-shop in this world of 
haves, shines and shampoos seized upon him 
wd denied him peace. The sight of aughtin an- 
other establishment which seemed better or more 
beautiful than the corresponding article in his 
wh en him to the innermost depths, and 
alterations were at once accomplished which gave 
lim the benefti. of the improvement, Constant 
alteration, however, involved perpetual unrest, 
and Robinson determined upon ending this by 
building wf onee an establishment which. from 
cup-rack to mirror, should so far outshine all 
other barber-shops that. competition wonld be no 
ionger a possibility, and the eternal peace which 
rewards the attainment of perfection should be bis 
atlast. He traveled in search of ideas, got points 
on lather-pots in New York and on chairs in Bos- 
ton, studied up wash-bow!s in London and mirrors 
in Paris, while Mt. Petersburg and Constantinople 
supplied him information on the subjeet of baths, 
um Rome capped — all by suggesting 

possibilities of artistic adornment as 
other barber had as yet ever’ been 
allowed to dream of, let alone accomplish. Hav- 
ing learned all that foreign barber-shops «nd art 
galleries could teach, lie returned boime aid em- 
bodied his knowledge in an estublishinent which 
other barbers acknowledged was. beyond the pale 
of either criticisin or competition, and yet Robin- 
son Was hot happy. He Was never Known to im- 
part the reason of his sorrow, but there is every 
reason to believe that the vision of a place which 
as far outshone lis as his did the places of other 
barbers was the hideous source of his grief. At 
iny rate he siekened and died, and his widow sold 
ihe monument of his professional pride to Mr. 

homas for $11.500—vulgar figures which of them- 
selves give an idea of the original proprietor’s 
lavish expenditure on behalf of the beautiful. 

Like many of the colored barbers, Mr. Thomas 
has had a somewhat romantic career. Born in 
Nashville, Tenn., in 1827, he learned his trade 
there, and his youthful hand carried the razor 
lightly over the chins of such well-remembered 


as i) 


Tennesseeans as Gen. Carroll, of battle 
of New Orleans fame, of Dr. Felix Robinson, 
who was the first* white child born in 


Nashville, of members of the Polk family. the 
Bells, Peardons and other well known citizens. A 
roving turn carried him down to Nicaragua, where, 
Without intention of pun, he had a close shave of 
sharing the glory of Walker’s filibustering expe- 
dition. From here he went down the coast as far 
as Costa Rica, when, the Panama massacre mak- 
ing things wari for outsiders, he took steamship 
for New York in company with Parker French 
ind some other Americans with whom Walker 
was not on good terms, and whom he supplied with 
meaning intimation thet their absenee just then 
would be healthier for all parties than their com- 
pany. Among others whom Mr, Thomas met in 
the Central American States was Mr. Wim. R. Gar- 
rison, who was recently killed at the Spuyten 
Duyivl railway disaster. Mr. Garrison, who was 
then a sugularly handsome and dashing young 
man, Was at Grenada looking about him for’ some 
mining or other speculative investment. From 
New York Mr. Thomasreturned to Nashville, and 
in 1856 when, in consequence of the threatened 
nomination of Mr. Fremont forthe Presidency. the 
life of a colored man was being rendered anything 
but enjoyable in that city, he came to St. Louis 
and engaged with Mr. Henry Clamorgan with.whom 
he reinained for twelve years, firstas assistant 
and later as partner. In February, 1868, he mar- 
ried Miss Rutgers, daughter of Pelagie, the widow 
of Louis Rutgers, the heir of one of the wealthiest 
citizens of St. Louis, after whom one of the streets 
of the city has been named. When old Mr. Rut- 
gers died he left his immense estate in trust to 
George MeGuire and aM. Le Due,for his son 
Louis Rutgers andthe latter’s wife, Pelagie, on 
the condition that the property revertto other 
heirsin the event of their dying without issue. 
They hada daughter, however—the same whom 
Mr. Thomas married—and she is now. the posses- 
sor ofthe Rutgers estate, whichis essimated as 
worth in the neighborhood of $300,000. A striking 
idiosynerasy of old Mrs. Pelagie Rutgers, which is 
inherited by the daughter, was her benevolence, 
which tound vent in a succession of charities. No 
wor person, White or black, who asked help from 
ler Was, ever known to leave her house empty- 
handed. She had, tob an admirable monomania for 
raising children, and dozens of helpless waifs be- 
came the objects of her bounty. Among these was 
alitile white boy whose condition touched her 
heart. He was taken into the family, raised and 
educated, and to-day he is a well-Known doctor, 
enjoying one of the finest practices in the city. 
And so itis to-day. Her Kindly spirit has been in- 
herited by her daughter, whose charities carry joy 
daily to many hearts and homes. 
MR. B. HICKMAN 
is the Nestor of colored barbers in St. Louis, who 
rnns the shop in the Laclede Hotel, and who 
nearly forty years ago, made smooth the chins o 
another generation in Barnum’s Hotel. His for- 
tune is estimated at $50,000. 
CHARLES STARKS, 
acheery old veteran of sixty-odd years, is anoth- 
or colored citizen who has managed to make 
money and keep some of it. He owns a saloon 
and billiard room on Christy averme, which is said 
to be the largest colored establishment ‘of the 
kind in the United States. He also keeps a board- 
ing house, and the net results of his industry foot 
up the respectable sum of $50,000. 
A. T. BERTHA, 
acarpenter and builder, has managed by strict 
attention to business to roll up an agreeable com- 
petence in the shape of a flourishing business and 
a nest egg laid by of some $60,000.
